Reason for Allowance 

2. The present invention relates generally to a system for converting an audio signal to an 
abstract graphical representation thereof, and more particularly to a system that receives an audio 
signal from an external source, converts the audio signal into an abstract visual signal, and 
outputs the visual signal to an output device such as LED display, the output device conforming 
to the shape of an outer surface of a physical case. Each independent claim identifies the 
uniquely distinct features 

wherein said display device conforms to a three dimensional surface shape of an outer 
surface of said object and is disposed in a thin layer, (claim 1 and 12) Or 

wherein said apparatus is moldable to conform to a three dimensional surface of said 
object and is disposed in a thin layer", (claim 9) Or 

wherein said layers including means for folding the apparatus over a three dimensional 
surface of said object and is disposed in a thin layer, (claim 1 1). 

3. The closest prior art of Brady (U. S. Patent No. 4,140,997) and Knoerzer et al. (U. S. 
Patent No. 6,637,906) show similar systems, but either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render above quoted limitations obvious.
